IS AMERICA BOUND TO GO IN?

A PARADE OF HORRORS PASSES IN REVIEW 


ANOTHER PARADE MAY COME OF LEAGUE 


No harm could have come to any person thru attendance at 


the Democratic mass meeting held last evening which was ad- 
dressed by the Honorable Mr. Crosby, an able exponent of thi 
Wilson league of nations plan. This league plan, be it good 01 
had, the dove of peace or the beast of the 
cloven hoof, is al 


together too serious a matter to be disposed of on strictly party 
recommendation. 
No patriotic, truth seeking American with tht 


interest of his family and his fellow citizens at heart can afford 
to take snap judgment on such a matter and while the lecture 
or political platform is about the last word in biased information 
yet it could reasonably be depended upon that no argument ir 
favor of the league would be overlooked by -so ardent a Wilsoi 
man or able .speaker as Mr. Crosby. It was this 
desire 
foi 


knowledge that took dozens of Republicans, the writer included 
to the Driggs Theatre last evening. It would be an untruth tc 
say that we were entirely of an open mind because as a practical 
idea we have never been able to work up in our own mind anj 
great enthusiasm over the league plan. 


Mr. Crosby's argument that our job "over there" was nol 


complete until war is put beyond the pale of being a possibility, 
is bused wholly on the presumption that the mere existence of t 
league woi^d prevent war and does not take account of the faci 
that the nations of the league would have to wage war on tht 
criminal nations, as he called them, in order to subdue them 
The gentleman forgot himself to such an extent that he pointed 
out how nearby nations would handle recalcitrants thus infer- 
ring that ours would be no more than an honorary membershir 
fighting economically, possibly making munitions and sending 
them wheat flour while we once more lived on war bread) a la 
Hoover. 


Our national honor in connection with the league was mas- 


terly handled.

tions of his opponents. 
It was the heighth of absurdity

Mr. Crosby to emulate Mr. Cox in charging Smoot, Lodge and 
Penrose with defeat of the league plan. 
Never did this news- 


paper give any of this trio a commendatory line- It could not 
follow their lead although it will proudly march with them un- 
der the banner of Americanism. The immortal Roosevelt, the- 
very antithesis of that trio, joined hands with them in honesl 
purpose. The "Senate oligarchy" is a phrase that 
will 
make 


little appeal to the intelligent voter who believes in represen- 
tative government as against one man rule and we believe that 
the strenuous fight the Democratic party is making in defense 
of Mr, Wilson and his international policies is evidence that the 
members of the U. S. Senate were just a little closer to the 
"heart of America" than was Woodrow Wilson when he landed 
in New York from Europe the first time and within four hours 
after landing, and after an absence of many months, gave out for 
European consumption, a speech declaring America was for the 
league.

tic Lshiies but before seconding- that statement we feel like mak- 
ing some "interpretive reservations." If the emphasis is placed 
on the word issue we agree. 
In Article Ten we find the heart of 


the covenant, the teeth of the pact. Of it Mr. Wilson said: 


"There is a most compelling moral obligation." Americans 


must and do look upon moral obligations as being on a par with 
the written bond. 
Could anthing be more compelling than a 


moral obligation when a nation's honor is at stake? 


AND Mr. Cox, apparently fearing the words of Mr- Wilson, 


scraps the moral obligation and points only to the legal obligation 
saying in his memorable speech "any school boy knows that\we 
cannot go to war with anybody until congress gives ts sanction." 


Now along comes Mr. Crosby from Connecticut to explain 


in detail the functions of the league council and show us that our 
nation cannot be drawn into a European war until the council by 
unanimous action endorses the move and declares that since the 
United States is represented in that council by one vote the ac- 
quiescence of this one representative of the United States will be 
necessary before we are drawn into war- So far so good and all 
true but the polished political orator knew when to quit. Just 
at this point the orator giaphically described the horrors of war, 
the ravishing of cities, the sufferings of men, the terrible slaugh- 
ter of mere boys, the anguish of mothers, wives and sisters and 
brought)' his oration to a close with a parade of the dead, the 
maimed, the disease wrecked of the late war. 


Of all the factors that enter into the consideration of inter- 


national relations sentiment is the most dangerous- In dealing 
with the old politicians of European nations there is no place for 
sentiment for the very simple reason that in a Cemcnceau, an 
Asquith, a Lloyd George, a Bismarck, an Ebert, a Millerand, a 
Vinezelos, a Nitti, et al., there is no sentiment. 
Their bickering 


and bartering over territorial rights in which even Mr. Wilson 
had to sacrifice his Utopian fourteen points should be proof suf- 
ficient that there is no charity in them and any party to the 
covenant who signs on a basis of mere maudlin 
sentiment is 


crucifying itself on a cross of its own making. 


We cannot look at the league plan from a sentimental stand- 


ooint. It is impracticable and impossible. We must look at the 
hard cold facts of our responsibility as 
members. And while 


the parade of dead, maimed and wretched was being oratorically 
paraded past the audience in the theatre last evening we could 
not help but see another parade passing down a street in the 
great future, a parade far more pitiable. We cannot say that the 
apparition we &aw will happen but it is one of the possibilities 
under the league plan- 


We saw Europe again embroiled in a selfish trade or racial 


warfare with one or two nations chafing under the restraints 


•>f the league. The league council was hastily summoned, includ- 
ng the American member. 
Their action in making war to crush 


i ciiminal nation or nations was all but unanimous—the Ameri- 
:an member hesitating about again putting the young men of his 
Country at the beck and call of European militarists. 
He knew 


there was no legal obligation for him to do so but there arose in 
'.hat council a cold-blooded tactician who gazed steadily into the 
eyes of the American member, 
pointed his finger at him and 


exclaimed, "the author of this instrument, the head of your own 
lation, has said 'there is a most compelling moral responsibility' 
are you going to shirk it?" 
No! He cannot shirk thee respon- 


sibilities thrust upon us. He joins in the recommendation. It 
comes to congress- They hesitate when again the same cold 
finger is directed at them by the foreign ambassadors at Wash- 
ington, the munition makers join in urging this high moral ac- 
tion, every pressure is brough to bear upon us—and congress 
must perforce yield. 


Once again we hear the roll of the drum, the call to arms,

ropean soil—not to prevent wars but to help fight all wars- Once 
vgain they return maimed and wounded.

Once 
in the league we will lose that sovereignty and be subject

IS AMERICA BOUND TO GO IN?

A PARADE OF HORRORS PASSES IN REVIEW 


ANOTHER PARADE MAY COME OF LEAGUE 


No harm could have come to any person thru attendance at 


the Democratic mass meeting held last evening which was ad- 
dressed by the Honorable Mr. Crosby, an able exponent of thi 
Wilson league of nations plan. This league plan, be it good 01 
had, the dove of peace or the beast of the 
cloven hoof, is al 


together too serious a matter to be disposed of on strictly party 
recommendation. 
No patriotic, truth seeking American with tht 


interest of his family and his fellow citizens at heart can afford 
to take snap judgment on such a matter and while the lecture 
or political platform is about the last word in biased information 
yet it could reasonably be depended upon that no argument ir 
favor of the league would be overlooked by -so ardent a Wilsoi 
man or able .speaker as Mr. Crosby. It was this 
desire 
foi 


knowledge that took dozens of Republicans, the writer included 
to the Driggs Theatre last evening. It would be an untruth tc 
say that we were entirely of an open mind because as a practical 
idea we have never been able to work up in our own mind anj 
great enthusiasm over the league plan. 


Mr. Crosby's argument that our job "over there" was nol 


complete until war is put beyond the pale of being a possibility, 
is bused wholly on the presumption that the mere existence of t 
league woi^d prevent war and does not take account of the faci 
that the nations of the league would have to wage war on tht 
criminal nations, as he called them, in order to subdue them 
The gentleman forgot himself to such an extent that he pointed 
out how nearby nations would handle recalcitrants thus infer- 
ring that ours would be no more than an honorary membershir 
fighting economically, possibly making munitions and sending 
them wheat flour while we once more lived on war bread) a la 
Hoover. 


Our national honor in connection with the league was mas- 


terly handled. 
He gave dates and quoted undisputed facts ir. 


support of his contention that the Republican party platform of 
1912 and 1916 endorsed a league plan, that the U. S. Senate had 
on at least one occasi(^i gone on record as favoring a league tc 
end wara, that it had at one time passed a resolution calling on 
President Wilson to take steps looking to the 
formation of s 


league of nations- But here he ended. He gave us no proof 01 
even statement that the U. S. Senate had even intimated to Presi- 
dent Wison that he should impose a treaty and league plan upon 
the American people without consultation with 
them 
or with 


their duly elected representatives. 


It is a singular fact that no platform orator, particularly a 


political orator, makes any allowances for honesty in the convic- 
tions of his opponents. 
It was the heighth of absurdity 
foi 


Mr. Crosby to emulate Mr. Cox in charging Smoot, Lodge and 
Penrose with defeat of the league plan. 
Never did this news- 


paper give any of this trio a commendatory line- It could not 
follow their lead although it will proudly march with them un- 
der the banner of Americanism. The immortal Roosevelt, the- 
very antithesis of that trio, joined hands with them in honesl 
purpose. The "Senate oligarchy" is a phrase that 
will 
make 


little appeal to the intelligent voter who believes in represen- 
tative government as against one man rule and we believe that 
the strenuous fight the Democratic party is making in defense 
of Mr, Wilson and his international policies is evidence that the 
members of the U. S. Senate were just a little closer to the 
"heart of America" than was Woodrow Wilson when he landed 
in New York from Europe the first time and within four hours 
after landing, and after an absence of many months, gave out for 
European consumption, a speech declaring America was for the 
league.

tic Lshiies but before seconding- that statement we feel like mak- 
ing some "interpretive reservations." If the emphasis is placed 
on the word issue we agree. 
In Article Ten we find the heart of 


the covenant, the teeth of the pact. Of it Mr. Wilson said: 


"There is a most compelling moral obligation." Americans 


must and do look upon moral obligations as being on a par with 
the written bond. 
Could anthing be more compelling than a 


moral obligation when a nation's honor is at stake? 


AND Mr. Cox, apparently fearing the words of Mr- Wilson, 


scraps the moral obligation and points only to the legal obligation 
saying in his memorable speech "any school boy knows that\we 
cannot go to war with anybody until congress gives ts sanction." 


Now along comes Mr. Crosby from Connecticut to explain 


in detail the functions of the league council and show us that our 
nation cannot be drawn into a European war until the council by 
unanimous action endorses the move and declares that since the 
United States is represented in that council by one vote the ac- 
quiescence of this one representative of the United States will be 
necessary before we are drawn into war- So far so good and all 
true but the polished political orator knew when to quit. Just 
at this point the orator giaphically described the horrors of war, 
the ravishing of cities, the sufferings of men, the terrible slaugh- 
ter of mere boys, the anguish of mothers, wives and sisters and 
brought)' his oration to a close with a parade of the dead, the 
maimed, the disease wrecked of the late war. 


Of all the factors that enter into the consideration of inter- 


national relations sentiment is the most dangerous- In dealing 
with the old politicians of European nations there is no place for 
sentiment for the very simple reason that in a Cemcnceau, an 
Asquith, a Lloyd George, a Bismarck, an Ebert, a Millerand, a 
Vinezelos, a Nitti, et al., there is no sentiment. 
Their bickering 


and bartering over territorial rights in which even Mr. Wilson 
had to sacrifice his Utopian fourteen points should be proof suf- 
ficient that there is no charity in them and any party to the 
covenant who signs on a basis of mere maudlin 
sentiment is 


crucifying itself on a cross of its own making. 


We cannot look at the league plan from a sentimental stand- 


ooint. It is impracticable and impossible. We must look at the 
hard cold facts of our responsibility as 
members. And while 


the parade of dead, maimed and wretched was being oratorically 
paraded past the audience in the theatre last evening we could 
not help but see another parade passing down a street in the 
great future, a parade far more pitiable. We cannot say that the 
apparition we &aw will happen but it is one of the possibilities 
under the league plan- 


We saw Europe again embroiled in a selfish trade or racial 


warfare with one or two nations chafing under the restraints 


•>f the league. The league council was hastily summoned, includ- 
ng the American member. 
Their action in making war to crush 


i ciiminal nation or nations was all but unanimous—the Ameri- 
:an member hesitating about again putting the young men of his 
Country at the beck and call of European militarists. 
He knew 


there was no legal obligation for him to do so but there arose in 
'.hat council a cold-blooded tactician who gazed steadily into the 
eyes of the American member, 
pointed his finger at him and 


exclaimed, "the author of this instrument, the head of your own 
lation, has said 'there is a most compelling moral responsibility' 
are you going to shirk it?" 
No! He cannot shirk thee respon- 


sibilities thrust upon us. He joins in the recommendation. It 
comes to congress- They hesitate when again the same cold 
finger is directed at them by the foreign ambassadors at Wash- 
ington, the munition makers join in urging this high moral ac- 
tion, every pressure is brough to bear upon us—and congress 
must perforce yield. 


Once again we hear the roll of the drum, the call to arms, 


he summons of draft boards. 
Once again they set foot on Eu- 


ropean soil—not to prevent wars but to help fight all wars- Once 
vgain they return maimed and wounded. This is the other pa- 
rade we saw. 


But, you say, if there is any possibility of preventing a war 


why not go into the league?

.vere the sole judges as to the necessity of going to war. Once 
in the league we will lose that sovereignty and be subject

We have a son who, in the event of an attack on this nation 


or an attack on its citizens in other climes, we shall be proud of
